Displaying the Bouncing Abilities of a 
Tennis Ball, Prison Commissioner 
Has Been Able to Come Back Each 
Time the Governor Has Thought He 
Had Him Laid, and the End Is Not 
Yet in Sight. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 20.— With the 
1912 session or the legislature almost 
nearing the end, Eli H. Brown still is 
a member of the prison commission 
and is by no means certain thr.t his 
crown will be knocked oft at all. If 
the session should end without the pas 
of any bill removing the present 
ommission, It is believed to be 
that the governor would call 
an extra session, to pass a new prison 
commission act but this possibly will 
not be necessary. The governor, to 
use a slang phrase, went after the 
scalp of Mr. Brown. He thought he 
had It several times, but Mr. Brown 
showed the bouncing abilities of a ten- 
nis ball and has come back each time. 

As predicted In his column last 
week, Mr. Brown made his last play 
on a possible disagreement between 
the house and the senate over the 
prison bills The surprise was when 
the house not only rejected the senate 
amendment which would allow all 
those holding office in the prisons on 
Jan. 1. 1912 to hold onto their Jobs for 
four years, but went everybody a few 
better and turned down the bi-par- 
tisan idea altogether. The bill that 
the house passed does not pretend to 
take the prison out of politics. It 
leaves them in. decidedly and the only 
thing It does is to turn the patronage 
over from one set of Democrats to 
another set The Republicans do not 
get a smell. In fact they did not stand 
much chance either way, for under the 
senate bill they would have gotten 
two commissioners and then no Jobs 
until four years had passed except 
such places as might happen to be va- 
cated. The house bill would throw 
out of their jobs every guard, deputy 
and warden now employed in the 
prisons. If the new commission wanted 
their places. Of course, some would 
have • pull" enough to have themselves 
retained. 

The present prison commission, of 
which Mr. Brown is the real fighting 
representative, has a great deal or 
strength in the senate and it has al- 
ways been a close vote there. They 
will now rally their strength to have 
s reject the house bill entire- 
ly. A conference committee will do 
appointed and the two houses will try 
to get together on a bill that can be 
passed by both houses, with Mr. Brown 
hoping that there can be no agree- 
ment during the present session. Jf 
the session ends with no bill passed 
he will hold on and Finley Fogg will 
hold also for two years. 

Democratic members of the legisla- 
ture have been having much excite- 
ment during the present session play- 
ing presidential politics. For instance, 
somebody offered a resolution Inviting 
Mr. Hearst to come to Frankfort and 
make an address to the legislature. 
Nearly everybody votel for it, being 
perfectly willing to have Mr. Hearst 
or anybody else address the legisla- 
ture. Then the Wilson men had a res 
olution offered inviting Gov. Wood row 
Wilson of New Jersey to come to 
Frankfort. That went through. Then 
the Harmon men joined in and had 
Got. Harmon asked. The Republicans, 
of course, had their own list, which 
started off with the colonel, and In- 
cluded the prospective candidates. The

The Democrats accepted, however, 
Mr. Hearst was to have been here last 
week, but had to cancel his date on ac- 
count of illn.-ss in his family.

The New 
Jersey governor made two speeches 
here and each was a literary master- 
piece.

Green Keller of Carlisle knows more 
about parliamentary tactics than any 
other member of the present house, 
although that is not saying very much, 
and he put into play some of his par 
limentary skill last week to stop de- 
bate on the bill creating a fire insur- 
ance rate commission, whose duty It 
shall be to fix and control rates. Mr. 
Keller is not In favor of the bill. He 
thinks, like some others who have 
changed their minds on this question 
since the legislature met, that it woulc" 
be putting too much power In the 
hands of men who know nothing about 
insurance rate making. 

A bill has already passed the senate, 
having gotten through with not a vote 
against it, before the representatives 
of the fire Insurance companies had 
waked up to the danger that existed 
But they at once went to work on the 
bouse members and have made so 
much headway that the passage of the 
bill now is by no mcnas certain. Th3 
house had a bill of its own, and thtt 
bill came up in the house lase week. 

moved that the session be 
until the bill under discvi- 
sion was disposed of. That went 
through with a whoop and they then 
began debating the house bill. Mr 
Keller, as has been said, opposed the 
bill and did not think it would serve 
any good purpose. 

The debate lasted for some little 
while, but at length somebody moved 
to substitute the senate bill, which has 
already passed, for the house bill, the 
measures being almost similiar. The 
motion to substitute was carried and it 
looked like the house was then going 
ahead, at least the house thought it 
was going ahead, and pass the senate 
bill. But Mr. Keller called attention 
to the fact that when the senate bill 
was adopted as a substitute, the house 
bill no longer was under discussion. 
The chairman sustained his point of 
order and the house caught Its breath 
and laughed at the way it had backed 
itself around into a trap. That ended 
any further talk about the fire Insur- 
ance commission bill and now nobody 
seems to know just where they are at 
as regards the act. 
This is the first time during the 
Ion that any member has 
his parlimentary knowledge to 
win a victory, though time was when 
such a thing happened every day dur- 
ing a session. Mr. Keller was clerk of 
for a long time and he 
the rules, but most of the time 
he does not care enough to take a 
hand. 

Down at the governor's reception 
the night of his valentine party, there 
was an immense crowd and the gover- 
nor, who is the most hospitable man 
imaginable, was worried all during the 
evening for fear there would be too 
many persons present. He had been 
deluged with letters from all over the 
state rrom persons who had expressed 
a desire to attend the valentine party. 
The report had gotten out that the gov- 
ernor's engagement was to be an- 
nounced that night and that the next 
mistress of the mansion would be 
there to receive with him. This, 
coupled with the fact that the govern- 
or's staff was to be there in full 
uniform, served to draw a big crowd. 

There was never any idea of the 
governor s engagement being announc- 
ed: in fact the governor has no Idea 
of marrying again. The sweet and 
reverential way In which he talks of 
his wife shows that he has no thought 
of another matrimonial venture. The 
governor refused to allow anybody to 
comisserate with him. either, over liv- 
Ing alone in the mansion with no 
woman at the head. He says he has 
an excellent housekeeper, a good cook 
and a good butler and he gets along 
without any discomfort or inconveni- 
ence. His stenographer. Oscar Boze- 
man. lives with him, occupying a place 
of great confidence. 

The governor is going to have his 
lands pretty full between now and 
the middle of June, too, for he will 
have to appoint about sixty persons 
to new offices, that is, of course. If all 
the bills now pending should become 
laws. Most of the bills which give 
the governor power to make appoint- 
ments will he passed, it Is pretty safe 
to say. Th-> present governor is get- 
ting back some of the power that he 
had when he was governor thirty-six 
years ago tnd before the appointive 
power was taken out of the hands of 
the chief executive to a large extent. 

Of course. In many Instances, with 
bills now pending the men who are to 
occupy the new positions have been 
selected and it will not be hard for the 
governor to decide who will be ap- 
pointed, but he will have some flftr 
applications for each and every job 
that is at his disposal and the letters 
and telegrams or indorsement will 
take up a bunch of his time just to 
read them all. Most governors would 
find all this rush of office seeking irk- 
some, but Gov. McCreary does not 
seem to care a bit and is willing to put 
up with it cheerfully. 

The numerous probes that have 
been started during the present see 
sion have amounted to nothing and so 
little that was interesting has been 
brought out that the newsprpers have 
dropped mention of the committees 
and the investigations have been mak 
ing as slow progress as the Lorimer 
case. They went after Dr. J. N. Mc 
Cormack, secretary of the state board 
of health, for Instance, and have railed 
to turn up anything that reflects any 
thing but credit on the doctor. The 
only thing they have accomplished was 
to make Dr. McCormack very angry 
once or twice and his friends indignant 
that a man of his age and service to 
the state should be subjected to bad- 
gering and pestering by members ot 
the legislature half his age and having 
the power by position only.

LA A Depot- 
State Museum Proposed. 

There is considerable sentiment 
among the members of the Legislature 
to convert the old Statehouse into 
Bute museum and a bill providing 1 
such use of the historic old structure is 
now pending in the General Assembly, 
although it is quite doubtful if anything 
will come of it at this session on ac- 
count of the financial straits of the Old 
Commonwealth The old Statehouse is 
considered by critics to be one of the 
best proportioned specimens of its style 
of architecture extant and the stone 
spiral staircase leading from the rotunda 
is regarded as a marvel. The old pile 
around which clusters so much of 
historic interest would make an ideal 
place tor the location of a State mu- 
seum. 

Making Artifical Sponges. 

An artificial sponge, the outcome of 
German ingenuity, is now to be had. 
The process of making it consists prin- 
cipally in the action of nine chloride on 
pure cellulose. This results in a pas- 
try, viscous mass, which is mixed with 
coarsely grained rock salt. Placed in a 
press mold armed with pins the mass is 
pierced through and through until it 
appears traversed by a multitude of tiny 
canals, like the pores of a natural sponge. 
The artificial sponge swells up with 
water, but hardens on drying, just like 
it/ prototype, sod It can be employed 
for all the purposes that are usually as- 
signed to the genuine article.— Soientiflc 
American. 



The ancient and interesting little 
kingdom at the foot of the Himalayas 
to which the king went for his shoot 
is nearer to being an independent ter- 
ritory than any other of the Indian 
states. 

Since the eighteenth century It has 
been ruled by the Gurkhas, who fur- 
nlsh to the Indian army some of the 
most perfect soldiers In the world. 
For practical purposes the country is 
almost as closely secluded from Euro- 
peans as Thibet, to which in many re- 
spects it Is akin. 

The Teral, where King George was 
lately encamped. Is the low-lying jun- 
gle tract bordering on the Indian plain, 
a region extraordinarily rich in wild 
animals, including elephants, the cap- 
ture of which is a highly organized 
and valuable industry. 

The maharaja of Nepal, whose death 
by the way occurred on December 11, 
was a titular sovereign only, the real 
ruler being the hereditary prime min- 
ister, who visited England a few 
months ago. He has the title of ma- 
haraja. and Is enUtled to a salute of 
nineteen guns. 

One result of the jealous exclusion 
of foreigners, which the Indian gov- 
ernment thoroughly respects, is that 
very little is known of a great part 
of Nepal, and that much of the avail- 
able information as to social and eco- 
nomic conditions is mere guesswork. 
For close upon a hundred years the 
rulers have been our very good 
friends, and the force of eight thou- 
sand men headed by Jung Bahadur in 
the Mutiny was of Inestimable service. 



State Will Not Pay Tips. 

The anU-tlpping campaign started 
by commercial travelers has enlisted 
a powerful recruit in W. E. Davis, 
state auditor of Kansas. Mr. Davis 
has decreed that Kansas state offi- 
cials, when traveling on the state's 
business, are not entitled to charge 
the public treasury for tips paid. It 
cost Kansas just 13,000 In 1911 for 
tips distributed by state officials, and 
Mr. Davis has issued a set of rules for 
the benefit of employes who travel for 
the state, In which he says: "Tips or 
gratuities are recognitions of special 
service, not an actual and necessary 
expense for the service Itself and will 
not be allowed." The controller of 
the treasury of the United States, on 
the other hand, has ruled that tips are 
a necessary Incident of travel and are 
properly 
funds.

W. Mackey, who pissed away Friday 
9lh, from the friends thai had lone 
known and respected her presence 
among them. 

Respect for the dead and for the living 
took me to the stricken home where sor- 
row and weeping were noted from with- 
out by the sombre-hued crepe upon the 
door-post. Last Sunday afternoon 1 
paid my respect to the memory of the 
wife of my life-long friend, Joseph W. 
Mackey, one of our oldest and most 
highly respected colored citizens. And 
I came away filled with deeper admira 
lion and tenderer feelings for those who 
were made to mourn the loss of their 
departed loved one. I was profoundly- 
touched by the fervent prayer of our 
good friend. Rev. Green Miller, and by 
the splendid sermon of Rev. Thos. H. 
Broaddus.who preached with an unction 
from on Mgfc. His words have not been 
excelled in appropriateness in my hear- 
ing at any funeral 1 ever attended. The 
music by a quartette. Dr. Uwynn. Misses 
Steele and Houady and Welby Broad- 
dus, was rendered wilh wonderful effec- 
tiveness, harmony and sweetness. From 
the beginning to the end I was impress- 
ed with ihe depth of suppressed sorrow 
that pervaded Ihe whole throng of rela- 
tives and friends that assembled in the 
home or the afflicted family. But I was 
equally touched by the lofty spiritual 
atmo.phere that hovered around and 
about.

Schools and Homes. 

The following article taken from the 
Lexington Leader contains so much 
gooti, sound sense, that we give it to our 
readers, hoping it may be read with in- 
terest by the parents especially: 

"Some people blame the public schools 
for not accomplishing more in the in- 
telligent training of children, when the 
fault lies not with the schools primarily ] 
but with the people themselves. Teach- 
ers can do little without co-operation of 
the fathers and mothers. Their respon- 
sibility is mutual and their best service 
lies only through complete harmony of 
effort. In the earlier stages of society 
schools were not needed, for each family 
was sufficient for its own needs. What 
teaching was done occured in the pri- 
vacy of the home. Then schools came 
into bring. Society was learning the 
advantages of co-operative effort. The 
modern public school, complex and 
highly organized for efficient service, is 
the climax of this evolutionary process. 
It is society's latest conception of effec- 
tiveness in education. But the school 
cannot succeed unless the home con- 
tinues to acknowlege its close relation- 
ship and its completo responsibility in 
the undertaking. A school merely sup- 
plements the influence of the home; it is 
in no sense a substitute for it. The best 
organized and highest developed school 
becomes impotent the moment the 
homes.from which its pupils are recruit 
ed. withdraw their support. The finest 
teacher in the land is-powerless to coun- 
teract the subtle power of an indifferent 
or obstructive paretit. American fathers 
and mothers would do well to give this 
matter serious thought Many are 
neglecting to give their schools this 
kind of co-operation. It is not sufficient 
for meu to pay their school taxes and 
furnish money for school clothes and 
books; nor have the mothers performed 
their full duty when they keep clothes 
mended and faces clean. Parents' 
responsibility goes much deeper than 
that. It is often claimed that the 
schools in these days are failing to teach 
discipline. Juvenile courts are busy 
considering the case of boys and girls 
whose chief fault lies in their contempt 
of authority. In other words they have 
not learned obedience, are strangers to 
real discipline. But responsibility for 
this situation^which has become most 
serious in the large cities of the land- 
rests not upon the schools but upon the 
homes. A child who is not compelled 
to bow to parental authority cannot 
often be made to acknowledge the 
authority of a teacher- At the most the 
time spent in a school room each day is 
brief as compared to that spent at home. 
Almost of necessity a parent's oppor- 
tunity of influencing the child is greater 
and more continuous than that of the 
teacher. Here, then, is a way by which 
the homes of America may add material- 
ly to the efficiency of the American pub- 
lic school. The chance to help the re- 
form goes home to every household. 
Even the childless family cannot wholly 
escape the responsibility The next 
time one is inclined to criticise the pub- 
lic school, let him stop and consider 
whether he himself is doing his utmost 
to co-operate."
